AVith all members voting favorably, excepting Omi- 


cilmari L. A. Stare, the City Council Monday night voted 
to purchase the plant ol" the Newark Water company for 
the sum of -fliKMH).), the <-ity to lake possession of the 
plant by October 1. The sum of £40,000 will be paid in 
cash and $GO.<HJO will be paid in live yearly installments 
of $12.000 each. The city \viJl no\v receive an annual 
revenue of £:>l,<>8-± from the old water works plant, and 
will save hydrant rentals in the sum of $1,377, or in 
round numbers, the city will save £33,000 a year by the 
purchase of the plant, besides acquiring property that 
will be of immense value to the citizens of Newark. 


Another important ordinance was passed which gives 


the Newark (independent) Telephone company, a fran- 
chise for twenty-one years, and work will soon be start- 
ed by the company to install the automatic telephones 
which will l>e used in conjunction with the manual in- 
struments now in use. Tlie systems will be intercom- 
municating, and will give tho citizens of Newark the 
right to use either "phone. Tlie telephone company will 
expend about £100.000 for new equipment and may erect 
a new fire proof building ior its exclusive use: 


After years of uncertainty, ilie city council Monday night secured 


the plant of the Newark Water Company from Hairy M. Yen-ill of Port- 
land, Maine. «ml by so doing settled the controversy 
over the 
water 


works question in Newark. The different councils of the city have worried 
through the water work?* question for a number of years, and while the 
city now owns a modern water system of its own, the acquiring of the 
holdings of 
the Newark Water Company will greatly increase the value 


of the city system. 


Recently the lioard of Trade took up an investigation of the question, 


and after due consideration and a thorough investigation, the committee 
representing this organization in its report to council recommended the 
purchase of the old water company's plant, for
